Sources  of  Career  Iniormation  for  Students. 


Students  seeking  career  guidance  in  health  and  medical  fields  can  usually 
obtain  information  from  profes:  ional  societies  or  national  organizations 
for  each  occupation.    These  agencies  offer  a  variety  of  pamphlets 
describing  the  nature  of  the  work  involved,  the  educational  and  other 
qualifications  required,  the  availability  and  cost  of  training,  and  current 
opportunities  and  prevailing  salaries. 

Some  medical  occupations  have  been  described  in  books  and  pamphlets 
independently  published;  these  vary  greatly  in  usefulness  and  timeliness. 
Those  cited  here  have  been  chosen  for  their  general  availability  in  public 
and  school  lioraries.
